So the four Ixothers and two sis­ 
ters of 23-year-old George Dolack 
today sorrowfully 
condoned 
his 
“mercy killing’’ of their aged bed­ 
ridden mother. 
With one bullet from a .22 calibre 
rifle he bought for $5.90, Dolack 
wiped out the suffering and poverty 
his mother had endured for several 
years and with a second he ended 
his own life, convinced he had “done 
the best thing for her.” 
Mrs. Dolack had suffered agoniz­ 
ing pcdn from asthma in recent 
years. 
Husband Killed. 
Since her husband was killed in a 
munitions factory explosion In 1914, 
the family fortunes had been at low 
ebb. Seeking to keep her little home 
and provide for her seven children, 
Mrs. 
Dolack 
worked 
herself 
to 
frailty. 
George, youngest of the children, 
had been the chief support of his 
mother and an unmarried sister for 
several years. His heart, wrung by 
his mother’s illness, he had often 
told the other children she “would 
be better off dead.” 
Friday he purchased the rifle, his 
mind made up to put an end to his 
mother’s pain and his own grief. 
He spent another 20 cents for cart­ 
ridges. 
Late Saturday night he came home 
to the little frame cottage. 
Mrs. 
Dolack was reading her Bible. 
Fires Fatal Shot. 
The son stepped through the door­ 
way and fired one shot. The bullet 
struck Mrs. Dolack In the heart and 
she fell forward. Instantly, George 
tmmed the gun on himself and sent 
a bullet crashing into his temple. 
A brother, John, an unemployed 
painter, was outside skinning two 
rabbits a friend had given him for 
food. He came in the house to find 
his mother dead, his brother dying. 
Rushed to a hospital, where he lay 
semi-conscious for nearly 24 hours 
before he died, George revealed to 
police his firm conviction he had 
“acted as God would want me.” 
“She waa dying,” the boy gasped, 
“and it tore my heart to see her suf­ 
fer so. There was nothing to eat for 
her and for all the seven children 
she had taken care of since father 
was killed. She often told me we 
would be better off dead. I believed 
she was right.”
